The national organization

Red Cross has estimated that 5,000 
ea ses in the entire storm area will 
need a wa rds for property da ma ges 
Fortune said, lie 
believ es this e s ­ 
timate is too low and that tin* actual 
number will be near 8,000. 
The tota l number of ea ses in In­ 
diana in 
which 
a w a r d s 
must be 
granted ha s ceen estimated at be­

1,500. 
Fortune 
thinks this estima te is liberal. 
The loss in Indiana ha s been pitt­ 
ed a s high a s $4,000,000, while that 
for the entire storm area h a s been 
estimated at more than $20,000,000.

Most of the land is being put un­ 
der cultiv ation in spite of the fact 
that some of the fa nners are liv in 
in tents and other makeshift shelters 
in order to do their work.
